A revision of existing school zone 
boundaries which would allow small 
children, living near MacGregor 
School ‘to attend that school was 
requested of the Board of Educa- 
tion” Tuésday night in the form of 
a petition signed by 183 parents. 


The Board assigned school offi- 
cials to study the proposed revision, 
but said that no change in boun- 
daries would be made during the 
present school year. 


Enclosed with the petition, sub- 
mitted by Andrew W. Anderson, 
of 503 Stannage Ave., was a map 
showing the suggested sub-district 
boundaries, The proposed plan in- 
cludés: i 


1. The transfer of the MacGreg- 
third graders to Cornell and 
Marin Schools.

2. A rezoning of the Cornell dis- 
trict boundaries and transfer of all 
kindergarten, first and second grad- 
ers of Cornell to MacGregor, pro- 
viding they live closer to the Mac- 
Gregor School. 

Dr. Paul C. Bryan, superinten- 
dent of schools, said a complete 
study was made of the attendance 
area in 1948 when MacGregor open- 
ed, and that the sub-district zones 


were established “to benefit the 
largest number of children.” 
Bryan pointed out that Mac- 


Gregor was constructed to relieve 
the attendance at Marin, but that 
small youngsters from the Cornell 
district living near MacGregor were 
admitted to full capacity. 

He said at the present time all 
second and third 


| grade children living in the Cornell 
| area—but 


closer to MacGregor— 
have been admitted to MacGregor. 

In other business, the Board call- 
ed for bids for the demolition of 
the old Cornell unit facing Solano 
Ave, Bids will be opened at the 
January 10 meeting. At the same 
meeting, bids will be opened for 
the sale of a house owned by the

Albany Public 
Housing Discussed 


Francis Stevenson, assistant di- 
rector of the Richmond Public 
Housing Authority, told members 
of the Albany Community Asso- 
ciation at the December meeting 
two ways in which a Public Hous- 
ing Authority could be established 
in Albany. 

Reviewing the Federal Housing 
Law of 1949, Stevenson pointed out 
that an Authority could be set 
forth by action of the governing 
body of the community, or upon a 
petition by 25 or more residents 
certifying to the local governing 
body that there is a need for the 
measure. 

“After the application is filed with 
the Authoritie’s regional office,” 
Stevenson said, “the drawing up 
of plans, the building and adminis- 
tration of the unit are entirely in 
the hands of the local personnel.” 
Stevenson added that the Federal 
Government is restricted to furn- 
ishing the funds for the project.
